The address 
is contained in general orders, No. 4, as 
follows: 


The 30th of May was singled out ot 


time by the illustrious Logan and aet 
apart as a day to strew with flowers the 
silent tents ot our departed comrades. 
The day has since become tbe sacred 
Sabbath ot American valor, the high 
mats ot American patriotism, our sacra- 
ment of the loyal dead, a day of heartfelt 
memorials to exalted courage, to heroic 
devotion, to country; a day ot willing 
tributes ot a grateful people to the peo- 
ple's dead; a day of testimonials to the 
memories ot those who died to preserve 
the Union unbroken, to purchase for us 
the countless blessings we now enjoy. 


On that day the living will be brought 


into communion, with the defenders of 
the Republic, who ont of the silence and 
mystery of death, speak with an eloquence 
bey old the power of human utterance. 
Confronting their dust on that day, the 
Nation will recall thi '.»• valor, realizing 
their worth and purpose. 


Then in this holy festival, this beauti- 


ful ritual ot bud and bloom, let none be 
forgotten—none omitted. Death leveled 
all distinctions, laid the plume and sword 
beside tbe musket, and he who carried 
the knapsack in the long line ot loyal 
blue ranks with him who planned cam- 
paigns and issued commands. 


Therefore, on that day let the graves 


ot the bumble and renowned be alike 
garlanded with sweet flowers, aa fitting 
emblems ot the purity of their sacrifices. 
Ever commemorating their noble lives, 
their noble deaths, and ever symbolizing 
our eternal gratitude to our comrades 
gone, who, under God, saved ns from Na- 
tional destruction, and gave ns a land, 
happy, prosperous, and free; a land as 
fair and fertile as ia kissed by the sun— 
a land nnvexed by the sword, a land of 
"one country and one flog;" a land 
wherein "Peace on earth and good will 
toward men" is the countersign—the 
song ot liberty, the universal reveille 
and tattoo. 
The various poets of the Department 


ot Illinois are intrusted with the patri- 
otic duty ot making all necessary ar- 
rangements for the proper observances 
of tbe day. Post commanders should so 
arrange that a post or a detail should 
visit every burying ground in their re- 
spective counties where sleeps a Union 
soldier, sailor or marine. Invitations 
should be extended to the Women's Re- 
lief Corps, the Ladies ot the G. A. R, the 
Sons of Veterans, the Sabbath schools, 
the civic and benevolent societies, and 
all patriotic citizens to participate in the 
ceremonies ot the day, Post command- 
ers are also requested to arrange with 
the ^clergy in their respective localities 
for a memorial service on May 29, which 
every member ot the poet is expected to 
attend. And the principals of ail schools, 
whether university, college, public or 
private, within this department are most 
earnestly requested to devote the after- 
noon of Friday, May 27, to patriotic ex- 
ercises in their schools. Let every insti- 
tution of learning In the Department of 
Illinois on that day be decorated with 
the American flag.
